Continu- 
ity contract approvals, therefore, re- 
quires publication these updated 
schedules for immediate effectiveness. 

believe also that the need for cur- 
rent prototype cost schedules outweighs, 
this instance, the advantages the 
customary notice rulemaking and 
comment procedure, particularly since 
the updating these costs based not 
only upon information developed 
HUD field offices but upon requests for 
changes submitted the public well. 
Although these schedules will effec- 
tive upon publication, timely written 
comments will nevertheless consid- 
ered preparing revisions cost limits 
for individual areas, such revisions 
before July 1976, and such time 
thereafter the Department finds nec- 
essary.
